HOW RED TITANS FOUGHT 
OR SUPREME POWER 


by YURI A. RASTVOROV 
Former Lieutenant Colonel of the MVD 


i r me begin by presenting my cre- 
dentials for writing this account 
of the recent great struggle for power 
within the Soviet Union. For 11 years 
I was a member of the Soviet secret 
service. Four and a half of those years 
I spent as one of the top representa- 
tives of my service in Japan. When I 
placed myself in the hands of the U.S. 
authorities in January of this year, 1 
held the rank of lieutenant colonel in 
the MVD. As such I regularly worked 
with emissaries who came and went on 
secret missions from Moscow. Among 
them were such high-placed men as 
Colonel Pyotr Shibaev, who was Sta- 
lin’s representative with Mao Tse-tun 
when the Chinese Communists inter- 
vened in Korea. 
From these conta 


ts and from the 


the offices of the Soviet mis- 
sion in Tokyo, I was able to piece to- 


gether the full story—until now, the well 


unrevealed story—of the battle in the 

Kremlin. It opened at the moment that 

Stalin’s death rocked the Soviet world and 
ended four months later in a fantastic armed 
showdown in the heart of Moscow, where two 
full Soviet divisions stood in the streets pre- 
ed for a combat that never materialized. 

The story begins with a question that peo- 
ple in the West are still asking: Was Stalin 
murdered by his successors? I am certain 
that he was not, 

In the first week of March, when it became 
apparent that he was dying, those who were 
later to battle it out for his power revealed 
their distrust of each other by summoning to 
his bedside a council of 10 of the U.S.S.R.’s 
leading doctors. With 10 physicians prepared 
to testify that their leader had indeed died of 
a brain hemorrhage, each member of the 
group hoped to forestall any future accusa- 
tions that he had plotted Stalin’s death or

But the fact remains that the murder of Sta- 
lin was not included in the heinous charges 
that the victorious Malenkov was later to 
level at Lavrenti Beria, the man who con- 
tested the succession with him. I am cer- 
tain that if there had been a plot to murder 
Stalin, word of it would sooner or later have 
come to me through secret service channels. 

When Stalin died an early contest be- 
tween the various power blocs that he left 
behind was foreordained. During the last 
period of his life. Stalin had reorganized the 
entire administrative machinery of the coun- 
try for the purpose of diluting authority 
other than his own and intensifying rivalry

The small, select Politburo had been 
replaced by the large Presidium. ‘The 
Central Committee had been re-formed 
and the ministries of the government 
had been divided and redivided to a de- 
gree that turned the Soviet citadel of 
power into a Tower of Babel. 

Stalin before his death had given 
Foreign Minister Vyacheslav Molotov’s 
standing in the hierarchy a tremendous 
shove downward when Mme. Molotov, 
once head of the Soviet Cosmetics 
Trust, had been imprisoned on charges 
of being an American spy, largely be- 
cause of a brother in the U.S. who had 
once served the Soviet purchasing com- 
mission, Although she was later re- 
leased, Molotoy’s hopes of becoming 
top man thereafter were poor. 

Beria and Malenkov had gotten to 
know each other well during World 
War II when both had been members 
of the Soviet State Council of Defense. 
To advance his own fortunes Malenkov 
elaborately flattered and wooed Beria, 
who stood well with Stalin. As a result, 
Malenkov gained the post of vice premier. 

Beria, who retained his role as director of 
the secret police in addition to being chief of 
Soviet atomic energy development and much 
of the nation’s other armament program, 
realized that the immense power he wielded 
made him the target of equally immense pop- 
ular hatred. He realized also that as a fel- 
low Georgian his succession to Stalin would 
evoke even more distrust among the Rus- 
sians. He therefore made no plans to take 
over control after Stalin’s death. Instead he 
joined a working agreement with Malenkov 
and Molotov to set up a governing trium- 
virate—an arrangement Beria undoubtedly 
considered an interim one, to be maintained 
until he could build up sufficient power 
through the bureaucracy he controlled and

THANKSGIVING AND PLENTY 


AND SOME SCARCITIES 


Whatever future problems the Age of Plenty 
may raise (see right), the Age of Scarcity is 
still with us in several critical areas, notably 
those of schools and roads. Both shortages 
are by-products of one of our biggest booms— 
the soaring growth of American population. 
By 1965 the number of school children is ex- 
pected to increase from 36 million to 48 mil- 
lion. The U.S., now spending $10 billion a 
year on education, will need to spend $14.6 
billion (whether from local, state or federal 
funds) just to keep its present standards. It 
will need to spend $19.2 billion a year to lift 
the educational standards of the poorest areas 
to the top rank. Yet the need is far from being 
met. Even in New York’s Westchester County, 
one of the nation’s wealthiest, one high school 
(Chappaqua’s) is now so crowded that lockers 
have had to be removed from the girls’ shower 
room and one elementary school (Thorn- 
wood’s) is holding classes in the fire depart- 
ment and in a rented concrete-block stor 
Chappaqua, like many U.S. communities, 
building a new school, but Thornwood, like 
many more, has thrice defeated a similar bond 
issue. What is to be done when local commu- 
nities either cannot, or will not, meet the 
school needs is now the subject of inquiry by 
the White House Conference on Education. : 
possible alternative: state school authoritis 
to issue tax-free bonds, build the schools, then 
rent them to the communitic 

As for roads, an ever-growing number of 
vehicles is choking our highways. In 1948 
there were some 40 million registered vehicles, 
in 1954 there are 58 million and by 1965 there 
will be an estimated 81 million. Yet the rate of 
new highway building is not keeping pace and 
existing highways are being pounded to pieces 
faster than they are being replaced. This prob- 
lem, too, is being tackled by the Administra- 
tion, which seeks to double the $50 billion 
road programs already provided for the next 
10 years. But so far it is still just in the talk 
stage, and the U.S,’s wheel-borne economy is 
slowed down needlessly. As long as we deny 
moving room for our wheel-borne economy, 
and adequate school space for the next gen- 
eration, we may well give thanks for the boun- 
ties we have, but we can also pray for consid- 
erable improvement. 
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The Pilgrims often likened themselves to 
the Israelites. They felt like chosen people 
come to a new promised land, and they 
aimed to found—and did found—an alto- 
gether new and different society. This sense 
of newness and difference also inspired later 
immigrations and runs like a white thread 
through American history. But we are now 
a third of a millennium from the Pilgrims, 
and it is meet and right, while celebrat 
their Thanksgiving, to consider also how 
new and different our world is from theirs. 

If we divide man’s life on earth into three 
major periods, the Pilgrims lived toward the 
end of the second. The first was the 500,000 
years before Abraham, during which man’s 
slender accomplishments went unrecorded 
in his own words. The second period, that 


of recorded civilizations, saw the invention 
of the wheel and the sail, and later the 
seythe and the horse collar. Despite these 


great advances, hunger and the fear of hun- 
ger remained a constant of human life and 
a chief goad to human effort, in the Pil- 
grim’s tir than in Abraham's. A 
full barn and a fat bird were things to be 
thankful for indee 
Most of the world’s people are still 
this hunger-ruled era, but we Americans are 
entering a third. Instead of three farmers 
being able to feed themselves and one other, 
as in colonial times, the average U.S. farmer 
now feeds 14 others. This ratio is still going 
up. A gallon of chemical weed killer prom- 
ises to te more work than a man in a life- 
time of hoeing. The scientific farmer, like 
the factory worker before him, is even def 
the cyele of day and night that ha 
lated man’s work since creation, Chairman 
Lewis Strauss of the AEC says the next gen- 
eration will have electricity so cheap it won't 
be metered. ‘The U.S. is spending about $4 
billion a year on farm and industrial re- 
search; and its one predictable result is 
that our technological revolution, instead 
of being stabilized, will go on conquering 
hunger, saving labor, creating leisure and 
distributing wealth at an increasing rate. 
‘The era we are entering is the fabled Age 
of Plenty. It is usually saluted with a tim 
y of starry-eyed impatience that grows 
appropriate every year. By comparison 
with the Pilgrims we already have it; some 
day we shall wake up to find we have it by 
any yardstick. And we may also find it a 
very “uncomfortable age for which we are 
very badly prepared.

How does one prepare for an Age of Plen- 
ty? How can one feel thankful for too much? 
These questions will be with us throughout 
the long transition, but two answers are dis- 
cernible already. 

Obviously so sensational an event as a 
Third Age of Man cannot be long confined 
to the American corner of the globe. Nor is 
it: even during our own brief economic sag, 
Western Europe has been prospering as 


never before. But without far wider partici- 
pation the real Age of Plenty will never 
reach its full potential for any nation. The 
world’s resources are just not distributed 
that way. Therefore the first requirement 
of the new age is an international economic 
stem, a world market, in which the free 


nations may exchange goods and techniques 
at least as freely as Pilgrims and Indians did 
330 years ago. 

Only thus can the transition be speded in 
balance and mutuality, rather than delayed 
in friction and backsliding. To this end the 


US., where 7% of the world’s people make 
half its goods, is the one nation whose eco- 
nomic policy can greatly influence the rest. 
‘The U.S. has been arguing with itself for 
several years about whether and how to 
seize this economic leadership, which will 
require (among other things) abandoning an 
atavistic protectionism. The delay is becom- 
ing a scandal; so is the fact that the Eisen- 
hower administration is still divided about it. 
e 


* On quite another plane there is a second 
way to prepare for the Age of Plenty, Con- 
sider its most obvious by-product, which is 
leisure. All civilizations have been based on 
somebody’s leisure, but ours will be the first 
in which leisure belongs to the many in- 
stead of the few. The problem has been 
known before only in primitive societies; 
specifically, as Toynbee reminds us, it was 
known in the Trobriand Islands where the 
yams grew so lush that nobody could pro- 
tract their cultivation into a full day’s work. 
So the Trobrianders developed an elaborate 
time-consuming ritual called the kula, [t was 
a perpetual round of useless but harmless 
shell-exchanging, red necklaces for white 
bracelets, with neighboring islanders over 
hundreds of sea miles. 

We already have our kulas in TV, football 
games, the Washington cocktail party, and 
similar innocent and vacuous rites. They 
can doubtless be extended to fill any amount 
of American leisure, if we choose, But as 
these things crowd our days, we may start 
asking whether what Toynbee calls a “Cir- 
ce’s sty” of satisfactions, however harmless, 
is the true end of man. 

‘The Pilgrims had to fight a lifelong battle 
with raw nature, now largely won, Yet in 
the midst of battle they found room not 
only for Thanksgiving, but for as rich and 
rigorous a spiritual life as this new and dif- 
ferent land has seen. 

Americans in 1954 have all the still-not- 
too-usual things to thank God for: peace, 
and plenty, and a strong right arm. But for 
how much else besides! ‘The age we are enter- 
ing has vastly more room for the life of the 
spirit than the Pilgrims knew, or has ever been 
given to man. The room for spiritual discov- 
cries and adventures is as broad and deep as 
our capacities and desires. Even a Fourth Age 
is conceivable. Gratitude and piety are meet 
and right; but so, for us today, is awe.

Pigmy breed of an animal physiologically akin to humans is cheap to feed and easy to operate on 


No matter how much corn he eats the little pig 
above will never grow up to be a big hog. He 
belongs to a breed of miniature pigs produced 
after five years of experiments at the Hormel 
Institute at Austin, Minn, Compared to the 
prime commercial pig, which weighs about 
200 pounds at 51% months, the new "mini-pig” 
weighs only 45 pounds at the same age. But 
he is ideal for medical research, which is what 
bred for. Though pigs in many respects 
jologically closer to humans than any 
other common animal except the monkey, they 
have been by-passed as laboratory animals be- 
h makes handling dif- 
ficult, and cost of upkeep. The new mini-pigs, 
however, are not only light eaters but their 
heredity can be carefully checked, a procedure 
impossible with the stray dogs used in many 
laboratories. What is more, though many ani- 
mal lovers constantly protest against medi- 
cal research on dogs for sentimental reasons, 
practically nobody is sentimental about pigs.

decisions and instead let themselves be paralyzed by such “false 
idols” as an empty nationalism or in- 
ternationalism, 

But this process is not inevitable, 
Man under God has free will; civiliza- 
tion is only a “product of wills”; hence, 
with God’s help, man can be master of 
his fate. The West today, as Toynbee 
sees it, is on the brink of the establish- 
ment—through war or peaceful means, 
under U.S. or Russian leadership—of a 
“universal state.” This universal state 
will break down, as all other compara- 
ble ones have in the past, unless it is 
inspired by a true religious revival. And 
this religion must go far beyond pres- 
TYPIST acknowledged by ent Christianity and must include an 
Toynbee is Bridget Reddin. amalgam of all the other higher reli- 

gions (Buddhism, Hinduism, Islam). 

Whether one accepts or rejects Toynbee in whole or in part, 
one fact is obvious: the mind which flashed this grandiose view 
of history on the classroom wall and bolstered it with masses 
of sub-theories, facts and poetic intuitions is one of the great 
minds of his time. How and why did this mind grow as it did? 
Toynbee himself supplies at least the outline of the answer in one 
of the most remarkable sections of his Study. 

‘This section is headed simply “Acknowledgements and Thanks.” 
Usually that heading is found at the beginning of a scholarly work 
and is filled with a dreary list of researchers who helped, institu- 
tions that supplied money, friends who criticized and wives who 
inspired or at least read proof. Toynbee’s acknowledgements, which 
take up 29 pages at the end of Volume X, are a very different mat- 
ter. They duly include the typist of his manuscript (‘"To cope with 
such outlandish pieces as, for example, the Annex on the Admin- 
istrative organization of the Achaemenian Empire,” writes Toyn- 
bee, ‘has been not merely a kind act but an angelic one”), the 
Rockefeller Foundation, which helped finance the Study, and Mrs. 
Toynbee, who made the excellent index. But by far the greater part 
of the acknowledgements is devoted to such categories as “People, 
Institutions, Landscapes, Monuments, Pictures, Languages and 
Books, for exciting my Curiosity.” Acknowledgements range from 
Stonewall Jackson, whose biography taught Toynbee “both the 
tragedy and the romance of the American Civil War,” to the Ger-

In short, his “Acknowledgements and Thanks” forms the con- 
tour map of a great mind. 


The outstanding influence in his life was Toynbee’s mother. “To 
my Mother,” he writes simply, ‘for making me an Historian.” 
She was the daughter of a small in- 
dustrialist. In the 1870s she became 
one of the first Englishwomen to re- 
ceive a college degree. She married a 
farmer's son who became a social work- 
re When young Arnold Toynbee was 
his father informed Mrs. Toynbee 
die they did not have enough money 
to keep a governess. Thereupon Sarah 
Edith Toynbee decided to go out and 
make some money herself: she did it 
by writing and publishing a book called 
Stories from Scottish History. She took 
charge of the child's ed 
For bedtime stories she read him chap- 
ters from English history. She also read AVID STUDE 
poetry to him: “I can remember the — was reading the 
evening in the lamplight, when she 
opened a volume of Browning] and said: ‘I will begin with My 
Star; 1 wonder what you will think of it.” And Toynbee sol- 
emnly records in his “Thanks”: “My Mother’s account of her con- 
versation with the disgruntled custodian of the deserted royal pal- 
ace at Hanover [in 1885] ... made me realize, even as a child, 
that all was not well under the surface in Prussia-Germany.” 
The child was of course surrounded by books. Yet Toynbee’s 
bookishness lacks the dry and faintly repulsive quality one usually 
associates with that trait in children. That may be because books 
to young Toynbee were events. To him books had lives of their 
own. With incredible precision he recalls the occasions on which 
he first read certain volumes—the way other people recall how they 
first met a. friend. © “The first histori al atlas that had come into my 
hands . . .” he muses, “ [was] bought for me in a bookshop in Bir- 
mingham by my uncle, Percy Frankland, when I was staying with 
him and my Aunt Grace in the spring of A.D. 1903.” Or, “I vividly 
remember a Sunday morning ... A.D. 1907, when, as I was read- 
ing the Second Division, volume 1, paragraphs 22 and 23, of 
Schiirer’s History in bed before breakfast, I made the exciting 
discovery of the Hellenic city-states.” Or, ‘I shall never forget my 
sensations when, one evening in June 1908, as the night train for 
Aberdeen slid out of King’s Cross Station, I opened the first vol- 
ume of Howorth’s pioneer work [History of the Mongols] and saw a 
vast unknown landscape spread itself before my eyes: Kin and Sun

and Tangut; Quara Qitay and Khwarzim; Naiman and Karayit.” 

He speaks of books and their worlds almost as if they were rela- 
tions. Indeed they always seem tied up with the family: the vol- 
umes that he inherited from his grandmother (“her bookplate 
[still] is in each of them”) and a historical novel he found “on a 
shelf in the pantry’’ at home and another on a shelf “in my Aunt 
Gertrude’s flat” and the history he read “by the fireside in my 
Uncle Paget Toynbee’s library at Fiv ys, Burnham, Bucks.” This 
familiarity with the past has stayed with Toynbee. Hearing or read- 
ing him nowadays, one sometimes gets the impression that he has 
temporarily left the Ming dynasty among the Ming vases on his 
aunt’s mantel or that the Roman. ite is spending the weekend 
at Burnham, Bucks. 

Books were not the only things that gave young Toynbee a 
sense of the world and of history. He had, and retains today, an 
extraordinary ability to read meaning 
in inanimate objects or landscapes. Ob- 
jects, he says, can be “like cables that 
connect you with a telephone exchange 
to the past.” The man who felt the 
emanations of English history while 
lying on Slingsby Moor saw in his 
childhood the globe’s distant people 
and places reflected in museums, mon- 
uments, exotic flower gardens, in his 
own home. “The Albert Memorial . . . 
peopled my world for me, while I was 
still in the perambulator, with con- 
tinents, quadrupeds, poets, artists, 
sculptors, philosophers and men of 
science.” And at home young Arnold 
was impressed by a huge section of bam- 
boo stem standing by the fireplace in 
the back part of the dining room, a cop- 
per statuette of a Buddhist monk rid- 
ing a buffalo (today it stands on the 
mantelpiece in his study) and his Aunt 
Ellen’s water-color sketches of Indian scenes. “All this,” he says, 
“made India and China come alive to me.” 

The wide world was most alive and most real when young Ar- 
nold’s great-uncle, Captain Henry Toynbee, came to call. Before he 
retired from the sea in 1866, Henry Toynbee had commanded the 
East Indiamen Ellenborough, Gloriana, Marlborough and Hotspur. 
He knew only square-rigged sailing ships and never went to sea ona 
steamboat. Great-Uncle Henry was a fervent Puritan (somewhat to 
the dismay of his less violently Protestant family, he carried a 
seal with the Pope’s head on one side and the Devil’s on the other). 
To young Arnold Toynbee, Great-Uncle Henry and the endless 
stories he told in the parlor provided the sound track for the images 
that bamboo and statuettes and monuments and water colors 
evoked in silence. When the old sea captain spoke, writes Toynbee, 
“T could picture the Hoogly pilot coming on board in all his glory 
and the laskars chanting sonorous epic poetry as they labored at the 
capstan . . . and the fascinating legend of the duck-barge on the 
Yangtse, to which the ducks were summoned home at nightfall by 
a trumpet call—and came home quick because they all knew that 
the last duck to return would be soundly thrashed. . . .” 


EARLY MEMORY was the 
Albert Memorial in London, 
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The old sea captain reminds us that Toynbee is very much the 
product of what he calls a thalassocracy—a sea power. The 19th 
Century British Empire is reflected in Toynbee’s mind in many 
ways. Perhaps as a reaction against that empire's snobbery he is 
almost shrill in his assertion that the white man is not necessarily 
superior to the millions of dark-skinned peoples in the vast reaches 
of Asia and Africa. At the same time Toynbee reflects the empire’s 
high sense of responsibility toward the individual human being 
and its mission of carrying light to the far and dark corners of 
the world. 

Toynbee is unmistakably British in his strong and sometimes 
narrow belief in patience, fortitude, good manners, diplomacy. He 
shows the eminently British conviction that the dinner jacket of 
eal ioe will be respected in the end even by savages or Com- 
muni: But while Toynbee can sometimes be limited by his 
partiality for the British way of doing things, his view of the globe 
is at the same time wide and veeping—the view given its citizens 
by an empire whose sails once caught all the winds of the world, 

In school, looking over an atlas, Toynbee recalls “another boy 
putting his finger one day on the shore of the remotest corner of 
the land-locked sea [the Mediterranean] and saying to me, “That is 
Palestine.’ [ could hardly believe that a country which was already 
so familiar to me from the Bible could be marooned in such an 
out-of-the-way spot.” But Toynbee learned, from his books as he 
did from Great Uncle Henry, that to the sailor, to the empire 
builder, to the missionary and to the historian no place on earth 
is really out of the way. The world of Toynbee’s works has in fact 
no center, but rather a long series of centers that keep shifting 
like the old sailing captain’s ports of call. 

In that world without a center Arnold Toynbee finds his way 
with the help of two remarkable instruments: his historical in- 
tuition and his religious faith. 


Special meanings, hidden patterns 


IKE the other arts the writing of history requires a special tal- 
ent, a fact often forgotten by that vast, diligent school of his- 
torians to whom the past is only a house of index cards. Toynbee 
has an abundance of that special talent. As the painter of a still 
life senses the special esthetic relationship of three apples on a 
plate, and as a musician hears the similarities or contrasts between 
melodies, so Toynbee senses the hidden pattern of events. The 
seemingly obvious or trivial reveal to him a special meaning."’The 
genealogy of the descendants of Noah's three sons in the 10th 
chapter of the Book of Genesis,” he relates, “gave me my first 
notion of the differentiation of the Human Race into divers groups 
and sub-groups.” A book on the Ottoman Empire suggested to him 
Plato’s ideal state translated into the Turkish slave household “and 
taught me what could and could not be achieved by handling hu- 
man beings as if they were domesticated animals.” Seeing an il- 
lustration showing a Roman cavalryman’s armor, he seized on it 
instantly as a clue to the historic drama that brought the end of 
Rome and ushered in the medieval age of knighthood. 

The most exciting part of Toynbee’s historical view is the sense 
he conveys that periods centuries or milleniums apart are con- 
temporary. He shows, for instance, how the particular phase of 
development that Rome went through in the First Century B.C. 
parallels the West’s development in the 20th Century A.D. and 
that Julius Caesar and Josef Stalin are therefore. in one sense, 
contemporaries. Toynbee recalls how this insight first came to 
him. He was sitting in a lecture hall at New College at a lecture by 
the great British historian, Alfred Zimmern. “As I sat listening 
2. 2 writes Toynbee, “the conventional partitions between ‘Past’ 
and ‘Present’ and between ‘Ancient’ and ‘Modern’ dissolved out 
of my mind and have never since returned to hamper it.” 

Toynbee has come to see the life and death of civilizations 
in human terms. To him history parallels psychology. He gives 
credit for this particular lesson to Carl Jung, the great Swiss psy- 
chologist and early associate of Sigmund Freud. If this scarcely 
sounds like conventional history, Toynbee has no apologies to 
offer. “Plato taught me by example,” he writes, “not to be 
ashamed of using my imagination as well as my intellect. He 
taught me, when, in a mental voyage, I found myself at the upper 
limit of the atmosphere accessible to the Reason, not to hesitate 
to let my imagination carry me on up into the stratosphere on 
the wings of a myth.” 

Toynbee’s flights in the stratosphere always sooner or later lead 
to religion. God to him is not only a historical fact but the supreme 
fact. He thanks an obscure 14th Century. Mohammedan historian 
named Ibn Khaldun for giving him a vision of “History bursting

the Study of History make up a very personal collection of saints and prophets, 
They represent the world’s great religions, past and present, and even include 


some of the pagan philosophers, such as the Roman stoic Marcus Aurelius, 
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the bounds of This World and breaking through into an Other 
World,” and he thanks St. Augustine for teaching him, in The 
City of God, “the relation in which these two worlds stand to 
one another... .”” 

Toynbee’s religious sense has undoubtedly been sharpened by 
personal troubles. His first marriage, to a daughter of Britain’s 
great author-scholar, Gilbert Murray, ended in divorce (Toynbee is 
now married to his long-time research assistant). One of his sons 
committed suicide. His father suffered a nervous breakdown and 
died in an institution. But his religious bent rests on far more than 
the shadows of individual tragedy. Toynbee has a deep sense of 
what he calls “the divine irony in human affairs,” by which he 
means man’s perpetual pride and presumption which are perpetu- 
ally cut down to si the hand of God. Toynbee also has a 
strong streak of Christian optimism—the belief that evil exists 
in order to exalt good. For this “insight into the good of evil” 
he thanks Goethe’s Faust, where it is expressed when the Devil 

jentifies himself as “‘a part of that strange power/which ever evil 
wills and ever good makes flower.” 

Yet it is precisely in his religion that Toynbee gives offense to 
many Christians. For he is not a Christian in any accepted sense. 
He is fascinated with other “higher religions,” particularly Bud- 
dhism, and considers it a mistake to claim Christianity as the only 
true faith. His own personal religion is a strange conglomeration 
which he expresses in the litany of saints he has set down at the 
end of the main text of his Study. In this litany the Trinity and 
the Christian saints appear in strange company indeed: 


Christ Tammuz, Christ Adonis, Christ Osiris, Christ Balder, 
hear us, by whatsoever name we bless Thee for suffering death 
for our salvation. 

Christe Jesu, exaudi nos. 

Buddha Gautama, show us the path that will lead us out of 
our afflictions. .. . 

Mother Mary, Mother Isis, Mother Cybele, Mother Ishtar, 
Mother Kwanyin, have compassion on us, by whatsoever name 
we bless thee for bringing Our Savior into the World. 

Sancte Michael, intercede pro nobis. 

Mithras, fightat our side in our battle of Light against Darkness. 

Omnes Sancti Angeli et Archangeli, intercedite pro nobis. . . . 

Valiant Zarathustra, breathe thy spirit into the Church 
Militant here on earth. 

Sancte Petre, intercede pro nobis. 

Tender-hearted Muhammad, who art also one of the weaker 
vessels of God’s grace, pray that His grace may inspire us. . . . 

Blessed Francis Xavier and Blessed John Wesley, continue 
Paul's work of preaching the Gospel in all the World. . . . 

Blessed Mo-ti, disciple of Christ before Christ’s epiphany in 
a far country, transmit thou too the message of Love. 
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Pious Confucius, help us to do our duty towards God by 
doing it towards our neighbors. * 

Sancte Stephane, intercede pro nobis. 

Blessed Socrates, also a martyr, show us, like Stephen, how 
to suffer death in perfect charity towards those that despite- 
fully use us... 

Marcus, recluse in the palace and hermit in the camp, teach 
us too to make the flight of the Alone to the Alone amid the 
bustle of this busy World... . 

Blessed Francis, who for Christ's sake didst renounce the 
pride of life, help us to follow Christ by following thee. 

Omnes Sancti et Sanctae Dei, intercedite pro nobis; For ilayhi 
marjiukum jami an: to Him return ye every one.” 


This extraordinary profession of faith must be respected as sin- 
cere though theologically hardly tenable, Toynbee’s rather touch- 
ing inability to kneel before only one saint has a counterpart in 
his physical travels, Just as he lists his saints so he also lists the 
scenes and places that have inspired him with the glory of God 
and man, This devout Baedeker is as varied as the litany of saints. 
He places cathedrals side by side with mosques, the pyramids side 
by side with the Rockies. There are also: “Parnassus and Helicon 
and the Acrocorinthus; ... the Sun setting through the Golden 
Gate at San Francisco; the Via Appia Antica and the Inland Sea 
of Japan in the moonlight”; ... the Great Wall of China wrig- 
gling like a snake over billowy mountains; the Roman Wall crown- 
ing the crags at Howsteads (England); ... the skyline of New 
York from the Eastern approaches; the battlements of the Krem- 
lin at 2:30 a.m. on a winter’s night; ... the valley of the Con- 
necticut River clad in its autumn scarlet and Fal, the Mongol 
Valley of the Shilka and the Ottoman Valley of the Hebrus.” 

This list tells not merely of an enthusiastic traveler with a sharp 
eye for grandeur. It carries a suggestion of restlessness and loneli- 
ness, an echo of Great-Uncle Henry Toynbee, the sailing captain, 
who knew all the ports and was perhaps truly at home in none. It 
reminds us again that Toynbee’s is a world without a center. Yet 
it cannot be doubted that Arnold Toynbee, like everyone else, has 
need of a center. He himself admits this plainly when he identifies 
“the omphalos of my Oikoumené,” the center of his world, It is 
not a cathedral, or a mountain chain, or the Golden Gate or 
Athens. It is simply the fountains at the head of the Serpentine in 
London’s Kensington Gardens, where he used to play as a child. 
They are ordinary, rather ornate, late-Victorian fountains, but to 
Toynbee they are part of himself. To those fountains he returns 
again and again. From them he feels that he draws strength, like 
the giant Antaeus in Greek mythology who remained powerful as 
long as he kept contact with the ground. 

In the very last lines of his Study, Arnold Toynbee unintention- 
ally draws an intimate picture of himself that few readers are likely 
to forget—the picture of a warm and imaginative but meticulous 
scholar sitting at his desk at the end of a lifelong labor, trying to 
catch a glimpse of eternity. These are s last lines

Professionals and amateurs probe long-unexplored waters 


The lonely, ice-packed Northwest Passage—once probed 
but never conquered by explorers like Cabot, Frobisher 
and Hudson—had what amounted almost to a first traf- 
fic jam last summer. From Alaska came two U.S. ice- 
breakers, the Coast Guard’s Northwind and the Navy's 
Burton Island. From Halifax came Canada’s Labrador. 
To add to the traffic the fishing boat Monte Carlo showed 
up with a crew of schoolboys, 

With the growing strategic importance of the region 
the jamup was not surprising, The icebreakers were sent 
to survey the area, for its straits and gulfs are still 
largely unsounded and inaccurately mapped. It was over

HIS DURABLE ZEAL 


Alfred Eisenstaedt lives for photography. Like many another jour- 
nalist he happily bewails his fate on occasion, grumping about the 
time he was abruptly called back from vacation and rushed to Vir- 
ginia to take pictures, one of which finally ran in the magazine three 
years later. But he loves work and was never happier than last Sep- 
tember when his vacation was twice interrupted by hurricanes that 
landed right in his lap on Martha’s Vineyard. 

What makes Eisenstaedt great has puzzled experts. They talk of 
an eye that automatically frames effective pictures, of timing that 
S the shutter at the critical moment of action or emotion, of 
the sympathy and understanding that pervades his pictures. They also 
marvel at his durability. Jacob Deschin, New York Times camera edi- 
tor, best sums it up. “After 25 years of professionalism,” he said, 
"Risenstaedt is still an amateur at heart, excited about his medium, 
full of delight in persons and things and as enthusiastic as a beginner.”

Beyond Moscow, Beria prepared to flash the 
word to a handful of co-plotters whose power 
reached almost every corner of the U.S.S.R. Be- 
's old secret-police collaborator, Vsevolod N. 
Merkulov, was now top controlling officer of the 
entire Soviet economy. Through the vast bureauc- 
racy of the Ministry of State Control, Merkulov 
could bring thousands of underlings throughout 
the country to the support of a Beria dictatorship. 
The whole Soviet counterintelligence organization 
was under direct control of another old Beria com- 
rade, Colonel General Bogdan Z. Kobuloy. In 
Georgia, Beria’s old bailiwick, his friend Vladimir 
G. Dekanozov, as minister for internal affairs, was 
ret police machinery. Also in close 
touch with Beria was Colonel General ‘geil 
E. Goglidze, deputy minister of state security, 
representative of the Central Committee for 
the far east. 

When Vasily Stalin was suddenly removed 
from his post, Beria realized that the time for ac- 
tion must soon come. Artemiev ordered two divi- 
sions under trusted officers to move into the 
pital from the surrounding provinces. With his 
military accomplices in Moscow and his subordi- 
nates and contacts on the periphery of the Soviet 
Union, Beria believed that he could in a few 
hours assert his own power across the U.S.S.R. 
and its satellites. 

But there were bound to be leaks in the security 
chief's security, principally through the party 
channels controlled by Malenkov and Khrush- 
chev. Tipped off by faithful Communists within 
the conspiracy, Malenkov alerted his own pow- 
erful allies.

Moscow area, most of the high professional sol- 
diers of the Soviet army were united behind Ma- 
lenkoy in their loathing of Beria and his machine 
of terror.

During the 
war the Red army had been systematically honey- 
combed with agents of SMERSH, Beria’s dreaded 
counterespionage organization, whose name was 
composed of the initials of the words meaning 
“death to spies.” Every echelon from the high 
command to the lowest platoon had at one time or 
another been weakened and humiliated by the 
ceaseless denunciations of SMERSH. Every So- 
viet army officer knew that if Beria ever took over 
the country, the entire military force would be 
due for a purge dwarfing even the bloody one that 
Stalin had carried out against Marshal Tukhachev- 
sky and his colleagues in 1937. 

‘One officer who had particular reason to resent 
Beria and SMERSH was Marshal Georgi Zhukov, 
savior of Moscow and conqueror of Berlin. Right 
after the war Zhukov had become increasingly 
derisive of Stalin’s tendency to credit the victories 
of his generals to his own “military genius.” 
Word of Zhukoy’s apostasy had quickly reached 
Stalin through the secret police. Zhukov had been 
hauled back to Moscow to face a party commis- 
sion. Its chairman, contemptuously addressing 
him with the familiar form of “you” reserved for 
social inferiors, had shouted, “The credit for our 
victory does not belong to you, but to the party 
and its leaders!” 

Zhukov was thereupon demoted to the obscure 
post of commander in chief of the military district 
of Odessa. Not long afterward, apparently because 
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TRAP WAS SPRUNG when Beria was seized by Marshals Koney and 
Zhukov after Malenkoy (left) denow him as traitor and plotter for power.

Stalin feared haying him so near the borders of the non-Communist 
world, Zhukov was shifted to a command in the Urals. By 1951 
his disgrace had apparently been abated somewhat and in 1952 he 
was elected an alternate member of the party’s Central Committee. 
But only after Stalin’s death did he regain military prominence 
as deputy minister of defense. 

Above Zhukov in the army hierarchy stood two men equally 
resentful of Beria and loyal to Malenkoy. At the top was Nikolai 
Bulganin, who had served both Stalin and Malenkov as minister 
of defense. One of Bulganin’s deputies was Marshal Alexander 
Vasilevsky, the man whose orders firing Artemiev had been coun- 
termanded, and who was still embittered by the latter’s contin- 
ued military eminence. In the field such old regulars as Mar- 
shal Ivan Konev stood ready to help rally the bulk of the Red 
army behind Malenkoy. 

After learning the details of Beria’s plan, Bulganin, Vasilevsky 
and Zhukov discussed the situation with Malenkov and agreed that 
they could not depend upon the troops in the Moscow military dis- 
Secret orders were immediately sent out for two Guards 
divisions, one of them armored, to proceed to Moscow from their 
quarters in the Urals. With those members of the Central Com- 

ittee whom he completely trusted, Malenkov made plans for 
arrest at a meeting of the committee. The Red army com- 
manders alerted their trusted subordinates. 

Malenkov then announced a plenary session of the Central Com- 
mittee for June 26, Beforehand arms were issued to a number of 
committee members. The regular guards in the buildings of the 
Central Committee and the rest of the Kremlin were shifted to 
posts where they would have no chance of intervening. 

‘The crucial question was: would Beria show up? More and more, 
of late, he had been absent from committee meetings. He did 
attend this time, apparently in the belief that his absence would 
increase criticism of his handling of the recent uprisings of Ger- 
man workers. 

As soon as he was in the building all doors were blocked by 
armed members of the Central Committee. In the meeting room, 
sensing something was up, Beria rose as if to leave. Malenkov quick- 
ly launched into an arraignment of Beria for “treason to the party” 
and for “setting himself above the collective will of the party lead- 
ers.” Then Malenkov unfolded the evidence of Beria’s plot. 


As Malenkoy finished, Zhukov and Koney strode forward to - 


place Beria under arrest. Beria, who had started to expostulate at 
Malenkov’s charges, began to beg for mercy and cravenly plead 
his loyalty to his old comrades. At last he was led away by a 
heavily armed group from the Central Committee. With Beria be- 
hind bars, his conspiracy collapsed. Artemiev’s two divisions never 
had a chance to get into action. He and his subordinate com- 
manders in Moscow were stripped of their ranks, arrested and later

Reports of his trial 
were not given out until Dec. 16, After a week of “spontaneous” 
indignation meetings his execution was announced. For some 22 
weeks between July and December. the Soviet press and radio 
shrouded the Beria c: The reason for the 
delay beeame clear between Christmas and New Year's Day. An 
unprecedented smokescreen had been devised by Malenkov.

Malenkov hoped to show the whole country that Beria was virtual- 
ly one against all, whereas Malenkov had behind him a broad and 
solid national front. Hundreds of others were quietly liquidated

Malenkov could not afford to admit publicly that the high com- 
mand of the Moscow military district and many other key army 
officers, including Vasily Stalin, had plotted to seize the govern- 
ment. Such an admission would have been too dang 
still unconsolidated regime. 

Despite the present apparent unity of the armed forces behind 
the new triumvirate of Malenkoy, Molotoy and Khrushchev, the 
Soviet Union's “collective leadership” today is unified only by its 
collective fears—fears of the people’s wrath within the country 
and of foreign attack without. 

Within the U.S.S.R. no one believes in the permanence of col- 
lective leadership. At the moment the administrative reins are 
firmly in Malenkov’s hands, but he governs only with the active 
ation of other prominent members of the Presidium of the 
Committee. I am certain that as soon as one member of the 
uroup is able to gather enough power into his own hands the pres- 
ent setup will vanish. The pattern of Communist rule for 37 years 
and of Russian rule for vast periods has been dictatorship. What- 
ever interim adjustments Soviet rule goes through, it must ulti- 
mately become rule by one man. 

I was repeatedly told in the last years of my service with the 
MVD that the cornerstone of Soviet foreign policy was Stalin’s 
formula that an armed conflict with the capitalist world would be 
possible only when the Soviet bloc had reached or exceeded the 
military-economic potential of the West. That time, like the time 
when one man will step to Stalin’s throne. has not been reached. 

The economic facts behind the facade of the present “peaceful 
coexistence” campaign were made clear to me in a conversation I 


had in 1950 with General Ivan Nikishov, head of the Dalstroy (Far

Eastern labor camps), whose son was a friend of mine in the intel- 
ligence service. The general, a sometime friend of Stalin and Beria, 
gave me a most logic: eal outline of the Kremlin's current outlook: 

“The coming world war will be a fight to the finish. We must 
take no chances in it. And we are not ready for such a final test. 
The army and government know only too well that a war now 
would be won by the United States. All our plans and calculations 
take into account our present economic inferiority, We must have 
time to catch up with and surpass America.” 

Nikishov himself had been in a particularly good position to 
appreciate the gap between Soviet and U.S. economic power. He 
had owed his success in raising the output of gold at the Kolyma 
fields during the war to Lend-Lease supplies of machinery and 
food. When these were exhausted after 1945, production dropped 
and the workers returned to near-starvation. The inability of the 
new Eastern industrial empire to support itself agriculturally is 
among the Kremlin’s top problems. 

“We face again the old terrible problem of a bread shortage,” 
Nikishoy told me. “Our defenses and our very survival still depend 
on supplies from European Russia. The problem cannot be solved 
until the economy of the entire Soviet Union is put on a sound 
. Our agriculture has not been extricated from the blind alley 
into which it has fallen.” 

In that “blind alley” the Soviet leaders face one of their grim- | 

mest dilemmas: giving up collectivization would mean repudiating 
the basic tenets of Marxism-Leninism, Although the peasants in 
Russia and the satellites might ultimately rejoic 
sion, before they had a chance to do so the party faithful might 
cry “treason” and revolt. 
Fortunately for the Kremlin, the Soviet empire in its position 
vis-A-vis the rest of the world is well protected not only by its own 
propaganda and Molotov’s astute diplomacy but by the blindness 
of Western statesmen toward Soviet realities. 

Nowhere did I have a better chance to observe that blindness 
than among the Americans in Tokyo during the Korean war.

TV musicians walk all over Beethoven’s superb Symphony 


The gigantic struggle of Ludwig van Beethoven in 
composing his celebrated Fifth Symphony in 1805 
was made ingeniously vivid last week on Omnibus 
(Sun. 5-6:30 E.S.T., CBS.TV). Twelve musicians, 
each representing ins in a full orches- 
tra, stood on a huge painted replica of the sympho- 
ny’s first page. And as he played, each musician stood 
on the staff where his own notes were written. 

Then Conductor Leonard Bernstein went on to tell 
how Beethoven labored for three years, rewriting, 


scratching out and tearing up—sometimes as many 
as 20 times—to create his work. For example, the or- 
chestra showed how the famous four opening notes, 
which became the World War II victory theme, 
were first scored for flutes, clarinets and strings. 
Heralding such a vigorous work, the piping notes 
of the flute sounded “like a delicate lady at a club 
smoker” until Beethoven thought better and elimi- 
nated them, used only clarinets, violins, violas, cel- 
los and basses to achieve the right portentous tone.
